1 . This Office action responds to the Amendment filed on 05/04/2009. 

Acknowledgement 

2. The Amendment filed on 05/04/2009, responding to the Office action mailed on 

02/02/2009, has been entered into the record. The present Office action is made with all the 
suggested amendments being fully considered. Accordingly, pending in this Office actions are 
claims 15-18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 15-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of the record fails to teach or suggest in combination as claimed a 
semiconductor method, comprising immediately after the completion of the growth, starting, at a 
temperature at which the growth has been completed, supply of a carrier gas composed of an 
inert gas and reduction of the a flow rate of a nitrogen source, wherein the flow rate of the 
nitrogen source after the reduction is 0.001% to 10% with respect to a flow rate of the total 
volume of gas; and stopping supply of the nitrogen source at 700°C to 950°C in the course of 
lowering temperature, as in claim 15.
